BALTIC STATES, EU INITIAL EUROPEAN AGREEMENTS. Alan Mayhew, head of the European 
Commission's Foreign Affairs Directorate, and representatives of Estonia, Latvia, and Lithuania initialed the so- 
called Europe Agreements on 12 April in Brussels. The accords must now be approved by the European 
Parliament, the 15 national parliaments of the Union, and the three Baltic parliaments. Under their terms, the 
Baltic States will join Poland, Hungary, the Czech Republic, Slovakia, Romania, and Bulgaria as associate EU 
members. Compared with agreements signed by the six Eastern Europe countries, the accords between the EU 
and the Baltic States are more ambitious regarding the timing of full membership. The Commission statement 
issued the same day says: "The transition period of the agreements will end at the latest on 31 December 1999 


instead of 2004 or 2005." -- Saulius Girnius, OMRI, Inc. 
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
